1.1 Therefore, the subject matter of claim 1 

differs from the known adapter part in that 
the adapter part has the second mechanical 
and electrical interface for electrical and 
mechanical connection to the base part of the 
connection system, the second mechanical and 
electrical interface being an interface for 
connecting retaining parts for mobile radio 
terminals that have a control device for 
communication via the second interface by 
means of a first universal protocol and for 
converting the first universal protocol into 
a second, terminal-specific protocol, and in 
that the adapter part has a communication 
device for wireless communication with a 
mobile radio terminal via a third interface, 
and in that the communication device is also 
embodied such that it communicates via the 
second interface by means of the first, 
universal protocol and converts the first 
protocol into a third protocol in order to 
communicate with the mobile radio terminal 
via the third interface.
